RESTRICTIONS 


1. ONLY ONE HOUSE FOR PRINCIPAL USE AS RESIDENTIAL 
DWELLING MAY BE ERECTED ON ANY LOT. 

ALL LOTS IN SAID PLAT SHALL BE FOR RESIDENTIAL USE 
ONLY, EXCEPT THOSE LOTS IN SAID PLAT FRONTING UPON ' 
WAYNE TRACE AND HESSEN CASSELL ROAD, WHICH LOTS 
MAY BE FOR BOTH RESIDENTIAL AND COMMERCIAL USE. 
(CAPITAL EMPHASIS OUR'S) 

2. No building with less than 600 square feet of floor space may be 
erected within said plat. All buildings shall be set upon foundations 
of stone, brick or concrete. 

3. All building shall be placed not less than 35 feet back from 
front line of the lot, and not less than 10 feet from side street 
line of any corner lot, porches and bay windows excepted. 


All other restrictions are the same as for Hoevel's 1st and 2nd 
Addition.
